Chapter 744 Hearing 
continued to March 25th 


There were 100 persons present in the Barrows Auditorium 
at 7:15 pm Tuesday, to hear the discussion on the proposed Low 
and Moderate income Housing, off Woburn Street. By the time 
the discussion was terminated at 10:15 pm there were about 


110 persons present. 


There was the testimony that could be expected in such a 
hearing - the first half of which was taken up by the 
proponent’s development of ideas, and the second half taken up 
by opponents, many, but not all from the neighborhood of the 


proposed housing. 


‘Perhaps the funniest incident of the evening - the really belly 
laugh - occured as a sequential discussion. Milton Pinto, North 
Wilmington resident, and one opposed to the housing, finished 
his discussion by saying he was for organized action ‘“‘to the 
Supreme Court’’ or ‘‘give it back to the Indians.”” 

Attorney Jane Pru of North Reading, representing a land 
owner, Mr. Goldman of Maledn, was the next speaker. She 
brought down the house when she said she had no objection to 
giving the land back to the Indians. “I am part Indian - you can 


give the land back to me!” 
“Bruce MacDonald, chairman of 
the Board of Appeals, carefully ex- 
plained the ground rules, before 
the hearing. 

The Board of Appeals is acting 
also as Building Inspector, and has 
many more official hats to wear, 
under Chapter 744 of the Acts of 
1969.

Finance Committee to 
predict $63.20 tax 


The Wilmington Finance Committee report is due 
tomorrow, in the Town Hall. To date no official, other 
than the Finance Committee, knows just what the 
report says, other than one accurate report in the 
Planning Board meeting of last week that the Finance 
Committee had turned in an adverse recommendation 
on Article 22, the newly proposed sign bylaw. 

There is word that the recommendations of the 
Finance Committee will equaly nearly $1 million more 
in annual appropriations in the Town Meeting. 

One million equals $6.70 on the tax rate. This, added 
to the tax rate of last year ($56.50) means a $63.20 tax 
rate, if the recommendations of the Finance Com- 
mittee are followed by the Town Meeting. 

That means a cut of $7 or moré from the more than 
$70 tax rate which was being discussed five or six 
weeks ago. Obviously there has been some cost cut- 
ting, and some pet projects have not met the approval 
of the Finance Committee. 

Without having seen the Finance Committee Report, 
the Town Crier guesses that of the $6.70 increase, $2.60 
is for the Shawsheen Valley Voke/Tech High School; 
$2.40 is for the Wilmington Public Schools, and $1.70 is 
for the General Government category of Wilmington. 

The Wilmington School Committee budget, as was 
reported last week in the Town Crier, is up 8.7% over 
the figures of the previous year. The figures have been 
cut from the 12% increase of a few weeks ago, but the 
present figures are not final. The School Committee 
has not completed its salaries discussions with 
representatives of the Teacher’s union, and perhaps 
may not have those discussions completed until some 
time after the Town Meeting. 

This discussion represents a possible increase in 
costs, after the Town Meeting, but there are those who 
believe the 8.7% increase in the budget will take care 

of the demands of the teacher’s negotiators. 

The Town Meeting has no power to cut budgets 
offered by School Committees.

3. How do you think Wilmington 
could develop a flexible child- 
oriented school system that will 
equip our children with academic 
and vocational tools they need to 
fulfill their own goals?

5 David Dingle 

1. My knowledge of the schools, 
the system, and its personnel 
which I have gained over several 
years. The School Committee 
members, the administration and I 
are aware of many of the problems 
they must cope with. I have been 
in almost every school in the 
system and have talked with both 
teachers and administrators. I 
have sat in on classes at both the 
high school and the’ intermediate 
school. 

2, Stop, Look and Listen, then 
proceed with caution. The so- 
called impasse is caused by a lack 
of money at Federal, State and 
Local levels. I have always 
favored the addition in lieu of the 
new building. Lack of space is 
critical but first control of the stu- 
dent population is necessary. Only 
the taxpayers can decide what 
they want or can afford to spend. 
They should also tell public of- 
ficials how they want to spent it. 

3. Experts are still trying to 
fighre. this one out. They have yet 
to come up with a satisfactory 
vanswer. Can we afford to continue 
to experiment at the expense of the 
young people? First let's learn to 
add, subtract, read and write. 
When this has been accomplished, 
then it might be o.k. to get fancy. 

4. Our school budget is 6.4 
million dollars. Over 5.3 million of 
that is for the salaries of the school 
employees; only about 1.06 million 
is for the students. You can eut 
teachers or supplies or services. 
No matter which way we go the 
young people suffer.

Gravel trucks are causing 
problems for Wilmington’s Ken- 
dall Street residents while clearing 
up a problem for a building con- 
tractor. 

Jean Cormier, who is building a 
subdivision off Aldrich Road, last 
year became involved in a dispute 
with the town over some gravel 
allegedly taken from the wellfield 
near the subdivision. In a 
negotiated settlement, he has 
agreed to give the town 2000 yards 
of gravel. 


But there is a deadline, of sorts. 
Sherburne Place, the first street of 
the subdivision, is before the town 
meeting next week for acceptance. 

If the gravel is not delivered 
before the town meeting, the 
street will not be accepted and the 
performance bond will not be 


accepted. 


His source of gravel for the 
settlement is an area at the end of 
Kendall Street, off Aldrich Road. 

In order to complete the return 
of the gravel in time, he hired a 
shovel dozer and some trucks to 
truck the gravel during the thaw 
shich began last weekend. 

The thaw, though, in addition to 
making the gravel soft, also made 
Kendall Street soft. The surfacing 
was intended for residential traf- 
fic, not ten-wheel gravel trucks. 

By Tuesday afternoon, two areas 
of the street were broken up, with 
a third area starting to go. 

Residents of the street are not 
happy. With two large areas of the 
street in shambles, they will have 
to wait for the town to repave the 
street later in the year. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
said that the repaving will be done, 
once dry weather arrives. 


Police know identity 
of Cumberland bandit 


A warrant has been issued for 
the arrest of a greater Boston 
man, who held up the Cumberland 
Farms store on Main Street, Sun- 
day evening. Identification of the 
armed bandit was made, accor- 
ding to the police, by Inspector 
John Harvey, using police files. 

The bandit, who was described 
as very tall, about six feet two in- 
ches, entered the store about 7 pm 
Sunday and told the clerk to hand 
over the money contained in the 
cash box, and the money in the till.

pre-school registration 

The pre-school registration of 
children entering grade one in 
September will take place the 
week of March 10tk from 9 a.m. to 
3 p.m. in the Boutwell, Buzzell, 
Glen Rd., Shawsheen, Walker, 
Whitefjeld, Wildwood and Woburn 
St. schools. 

If the youngster is currently 
enrolled in Wilmington’s public 
kindergarten program his or her 
registration for grade one is 
automatic First grade 
assignments will be received dur- 
ing the latter part of August. 

A birth certificate from town or 
city records is an essential part of 
the registration procedure and will 
be kept as a part of the permanent 
record. Under no circumstances 
will a child be registered without 
meeting this requirement. If a 
child reaches age six at any time 
during the year 1975, he or she 
should be registered for grade one. 
A youngster reaching age five dur- 
ing 1975 should be registered for 
kindergarten. All available health 
records should be presented. 

Registration for kindergarten 
will be held during the week of 
March 10th from 9 a.m. to3 p.m. in 
the foyer of Villanova Hall. It is 
not mandaiory that a child attend 
kindergarten. 

At all registrations, parents will 
be provided a packet of necessary 
forms. This packet is to be com- 
pleted and returned to the school 
no later than March 3lst. When 
this is done, the child will be con- 
sidered -registered and class 
assignment will be received during 
the latter part of August. 

The board of health sponsors a 
free immunization clinic on the 
first Tuesday of each month at the 
Town Hall Annex from 9:30 a.m. to 
10;30 a.m., September through 
June. Protection against whoop- 
ing cough, diptheria, tetanus, 
measles, mumps, german measles 
and polio is offered. 

Smallpox vaccination is no 
longer a requirement for entrance 
into school.

A-seven cent 
twist to an 
old letter 


It happens almost every day - a 
story in a newspaper about a long 
lost letter being delivered thirty or 
forty years after it was mailed. 
Clerks in the Wilmington Post Of- 
fice observed a new twist, Satur- 
day morning when a letter arrived 
thirty-nine years over due, from 
Livermore. Maine. 

The letter had been mailed on 
December 24, 1935 by Mr. and Mrs 
Frank Sargent, a name not un- 
known in Wilmington. They lived 
in East Livermore, and it was ob- 
viously a Christmas Card, mailed 
to Warren White, 406 Main Street, 
Wilmington. Warren White, who 
has long since passed away, lived 
in the old Blanchard house which 
stood where the telephone building 
is today, near Wilmington Square. 

Mr. and Mrs. Sargent paid three 
cents, back in 1935, to have that 
letter delivered. That was the go- 
ing rate. at that time. for first 
class mail 

Today a first class letter costs 
ten cents, and the story is that the 
price will soon be increased to 
thirteen cents.

vir Wishcamper pointed out 
that there would be 164 ‘single un- 
it’ apartments (single bedrooms). 
He said that not many children 
would be ‘“‘generated’’ in such 
apartments. This brought on 
laughter by some of the audience. 

Wishcamper went on to describe 
62 two bedroom apartments and 30 
three and four bedroom 
apartments. He assured the Board 
of Appeals that the children count 
was between two-tenths and three- 
tenths child per unit, or about 40 to 
$5 children. 

“We have come out with a figure 
of 40 to 55 children - and do not 
forget that there are 88 units to be 
devoted to Elderly and Han- 
dicapped people.”’ , 

courtney cited the studies from 
the Town of Wilmington, back in 
the 1950s, by Professor Goodman, 
in which it was shown that in 1095 
apartment units in Reading and 
Stoneham there were 26 children, 
and another report by Mr. Hazen. 
(The Hazen report was to be dis- 
cussed later by Carl Backman, 
former Selectman - Ed.) 

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission had not reported in 
favor, nor against, according to 
Chairman Kulig. The Commission 
was concerned with the possibility 
of salt and chemicals getting into

Mr. Courtney agreed that a 
stipulation of this type could be in 
the Appeals Board decision.

Eileen Shepardson of Woburn 
Street objected and opposed the 
Proposal. She pointed out that her 
home was surrounded by the 
Proposed development, and. she 
further stated she had not been in- 
vited to a meeting of the abuttors. 

Robert McCabe, Woburn Street, 
commented on the change of plans 
that had not no exit to Concord 
Street. “The whole complex is go- 
ing to dump onto Woburn Street,”’ 
on that part which he calls the 
“straight qway.”” 

Sterling Morris, Town Manager: 
He opposed the development. 
Wilmington, he said, was one of 
the more prolific communities, in 
which the schools cannot cope with 
the present situation. 

The new project, he said, would 
destroy the local envorinment. 

Danny Gillis, speaking, he said, 
as a Selectman, didn’t think that 
financial hardship could be proven, 
and pointed out that “these people 
are guaranteed a six per cent in- 
come. 

The project, he said, would be 
taxed differently from other real 
estate in town, and he believed it 
to be detrimental to the public 
good. There would be more need 
for fire apparatus. The project 
will have a density of opopulation 
four times that of Wilmington. 

He had always been against 774, 
and this was something that was 
being “perpetrated against the 
town.” 

Gillis Called it ‘‘the worst type of 
speculation.”’ 

Joseph Sweeney, Woburn Street. 
He lives across from the proposed 
housing. He cited the present dif- 
ficulties with Avco traffic. He was 
concerned with security, and 
wanted to know who would “pick 
up the tab?”” 

Courtney assured Sweenty that 
the on site security would be the 
responsibility of the developer. 

Sweeney said that muggers and 
purse snatchers were to be ‘‘drawn 
into the area, and that he was not 
satisfied with the answers." He 
sat down to heavy applause. 

Next after Sweeney was Milton 
Pinto and June Prue. 

The first was the relationship of 
children and the elderly; the se- 
cond was what the Wilmington tax- 
payer would get in return; the 
third was Don't we have enough 
poor people in Wilmington, and the 
fourth was Don't we have enough 
people on welfare? 

Town Manager Morris stood up 
to say yes. There was laughter and 
applause. 

Morris said that there are many

Dick Cogan, Kenwood Road, a 
member of the Finance Com- 
mittee, said he was against the 
project. “Every single depart- 
ment in town is going to have an in- 
creased burden” - “‘not only is this 
to be subsidized by the state and 
federal subsidies, but it \will also 
be subsidized by the people of 
Wilmington. 

Jean Pederson, Federal Street, 
was definitely opposed. She cited 
toad and sidewalk costs and 
predicted trouble with water back- 
ing up from the Ipswich River. 

Bill MacKinnon blamed State 
Senator MacKenzie, and said 
MacKenzie forces the towns to do 
this. “He has us over a barrel -a 
big one.” 

MacKinnon made a statement 
relative to Columbia Point, and 
what seemed to be an assurance 
from MacKenzie that this project 
would not be a Columbia Point. 

He told the Finance Committee 
that he hoped, if it could not disap- 
prove, that it would approve with 
the most stringent conditions. 

Madelyn McKie said she was 
speaking because of her knowledge 
as a representative of the MAPC. 
Mrs. McKie said that the MAPC 
had this area planned for Open 
Space, in a study of the Ipswich 
River which is in the Public 
Library. The blan shows an 
Access Area to the Ipswich with 
picnic grounds. 

She was concerned, she said, 
about the Ipswich. It has Class B 
water, which is relatively good, 
and she was concerned about this 
project at the junction of 93. She 
was also concerned with the Town 
of Reading water supply, just east 
of 93, and with North Reading, 
which has a water problem.

Mr. BAckman could remember 
the selectmen, a few years ago 
asking the Wilmington Housing 
Authority to a joint meeting in 
which concern was expressed 
because of the lack of housing for 
low income groups.
